But the Premier and His Cabinet May 
Send an Ultimatum. 


King Humbert Said to Be Enraged at 
Newspaper Criticisms, 


Baron Fava Does a Graceful Act on. 
Sailing for Home—Thelftalian

Rome, April 11.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The principal topic 
of conversation today has been the 
latest report, put in circulation last 
evening, tothe effect that unless the

reply to Premier Rudini’s last note,’ 


Minister Porter would be politely re- 
quested to leave liome and the Italian 
legation would be recalled from Washe 
ington. 

Such an attitude on the part of the 
Italian government seems 80 unreason- 
able, in view of all recent develop- 
ments, that last night’s report was 
at first generally discredited. Many 
of the newspapers, however, today 
gave it prominence and asserted the 
belief that it was substantially correct. 
They say that America will be allowed 
until April 14 to reply. The original 
report fixed today as the limit. : 

The ofiginal source of the report 
seems to give it increased plausibility. 
This, it is learned, was a prominent 
mnember of the Chamber of Deputies 
who is an ardent supporter of Rudini, 
and is believed to share his confidence. 
Whether or notthe Premier has act- 
ually decided already upon the extreme 
course indicated, it is unquestionable 
that this course is under discussion in 
high government circles and meets 
with favorable comment. 

It may be that the deputy who started 
the report supposed a decision had 
been reached, when the subject was 
really only being considered. and it 
may be that the report was given out 
to test public opinion before the cab- 
inet sbould cumm:t itself absolutely to 
s0 grave a step. Dispatches from 
America hint tbat Secretary Blaine 
has already prepared his answer and 
that it is thought likely he has alread 
sent it to Rome instead of through 
Marquis Imperiali. 

CARTOONS HU RT WAD. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—A Rome 
special says: The Rudini cabinet is 


deeply hurt by American comment on

ENFORCING THE NEW IMMIGRA- 
TION LAW. 


Steamship Officials Told That They 
Must Stop Dumping the Refuse 
of Europe in This 
Country. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 11.—{By the Asso- 
sociated Press.| The steamship com- 
panies have finally awakened to a ré- 
alization that the new emigration law 
is to be enforced. Yesterday a meet- 
ing of representatives of all the prin- 
cipal lines was held to consider the 
question. Col. Weber was present. 
Lhe steamship company agents made 
the point that the lines were un- 
der contract with such passengers 
as they took to land them in 
this country; and if the people were 
not allowed to land the compa- 
nies were liabie for actions for bréach 
of contract in the countries from 
whose ports the steamers sailed. lIur- 
ther, they saidthey bad no facilities 
fur restraining immigrants from land- 
ing who bad been placed on board 
their ships for return to ports whence 
they came. ‘They also doubted their 
legal right to restrain any person from 
going ashore who insisted upon doing

in reply, Col. Weber said the law 
was not made for the benefit of steam- 
ship compauies, but for the benefit of 
the country, and that it waa 
the intention of the law that 
the companies bringing improp- 
er immigrants here should suffer 
trouble and loss. If the companies ex- 
ercisé proper care as to the ciass of im- 
migrants their steamships brought to 
these shores, there wouid be notroubie 
for apy one; but the Guvernment did 
Dot propose avy longer to allow steam- 
ship companies to bring the refuse of 
Europe Lere and foist upon the Govern- 
ment all the troubie and expense of de- 
taining and returning such peopie. The 
law is explicit avd must be obeyed, or 
the companies must take the couse- 
quences. The agents then said they 
would willingly take the debarred im- 
migrants back if they could be detained 
at the barge office pending the time of 
sailing of the stéaimer ou which they 
were to be returned, and a committee 
was appointed which will wait on Col. 
Weber, Monday, ito propose some piau 
of compromise. 


The new immigration law to which 
reference is wade above, reaflirms the 
laws previously enacted for the exciu- 
sion Of iunatics, ielons, paupers, 
polygamists, contract laborers, assisted 
immigrants apd persons with centa- 
gious diseases. It provides for the 
more vigorous enforcement of the 
alien contract labor law ot 
1585. It declares that immi- 
gtauts coming here through the 
solicitation of advertising agents in 
Europe shall be treated as viviators of 
the law; and it probibits steamship 
and trausportation companies from en- 
couragipg immigration to this country. 
lt provides that the names and nation- 
ality of all immigrants shall 
be repofted on their arrival, 
and that immigrants sbail be 
promptly inspected by asauthor- 
ized agents empowered to decide upon 
tueir riguttolaud. It provides that 
State aud wunicipal authorities may 
exercise such jurisdiction over immi- 
grant statious as may be vecessary for 
the public peace. It provides that all 
immigrants who come in violation of 
law shall be immediately sent back on 
the ship that brought them here; but 
should that be impracticable, they may 
be returned at avy time within a year 
after their arrival. Any alien who 
may become a public charge during 
his first year bere shall be sent back to 
the country from which be came. 

It provides penaities, by fine or im- 
prisonment, for the violation of its 
terms. It providesthat the Federal 
courts shall have full jurisdiction in 
all causes arising under this act, which 
became operative on the Ist of April, 
1591. Itestablishes the office of Super- 
inteadent of Immigration under the 
Treasury Department.

Commissioner. 


His Plan for Apache Youths Attending 
White Schools Scorned. 


The Territorial Sn perintendent Writes 
a Seathing Epistle. 


The Commissioner and Eastern 
Philanthropists Given Pointers 
onthe Ways of Youth- 
ful Savages.

Preeyix (Ariz.,) Apri 11.—[{By the 
Associated [ress.} Several months 
ago, Indian Commissioner Morgan 
addressed a letter to George W. Chey- 
bey, superintendent of public instruc- 
tion of Arizona, asking if indian cbil- 
dren could not be placed in the Terri- 
torial public schools, the National 
Governmentto pay the tuition fee of 
$10 a quarter. The Arizona Republi- 
can will tomorrow pubiish Cheyney’s 
reply, bearing date iu February, 1891, 
in which he says: 


Out of is7 schools in the Territory, but 
thirty-five responded to a circular letter 
sent them containing your communication 
aud oniy six favor takinge Indians t 
pubsicschocis. The whoie question is an- 
swered in a nutshell from Morjave county, 
whose reply reads: “Wehave too much re 
spect for our children to think of educating 
them in such mixed schoois. No white per- 
son famiilar with Indian habits and man- 
per of.living could consent to have chil 
dren educated in this way. Indian children 
are low io their habits, wear little or nG 
clothing, excepta breech clout, and are 
very fiitny and lousy.” 

Continuing, Cheyney says: 

You are at thehead of the particular 
branch of the Government charged with 
the care of the Indian. His welfare occu- 
pies constantiy your attention, but you = 
gesta pian that would not resuit in 
elevation of the Indian, and would result in 
the lowering of the white. In the Hamp- 
ton Review, in an articie credited to you, 
you ascribe to the Indian ail of the virtues 
of the highest civilization, and say that he 
only goeson te warpath when stock are 
stolen, women and children shot down, and 
men murdered. Can it be possibie that you 
would permit the budding infant minds of 
these poor victims of the white man’s ava 
rice and barbarity to mingle with the cubs 
of the oppressors? Would not there be 
danger of our instilling into 
some our own fiendish proclivities. We 
might teach them to steal, lie, debauch and 
murder. No, Mr. Commissioner, your plan 
is not a feasibie one, and im proposing it 
you show ignorance of our Standard asd 
aims. We have no desire to found a race of 
“squawwmen” porto encourage the mania 
for indian miscegenation now applauded 
aid practiced in certain prominent Indian 
circles. in your own city you provide sep- 
arate schools for negroes and whites, yét 
the negro is infinitely superior to the Indian, 
Our children are as dear to us as yours, and 
I dare say you would not dream of suggest- 
ing to the mother of your children that she 
turn her babies over to the companionship ot 
such naked, dirty, barbarous and dise 
little pieces of humanity as the Arizona 
Indian children are. The record of ourset 
tlements teem with stories of raping and 
murder inflicted by Indians. Our Terri- 
tory still suffers. Atthe present momen 
within bfty miles of Tombstone, where 
write, a band of your gentle wards are de- 
populating the country, led and generaled 
by an Apache named Kid, who was edu- 
cated at Carlisle. Lam fully aware of the 
fate of this report and that you will regard 
it as another evidence of antegenism to the 
Indian and opposition to bis advancement, 
which you have determined to believe ex- 
ists in the West, and which you perpetuate 
and intensify by every means in your 

wer. Our year of trial, peril and loss 
have taught us the lesson we would have 
youlears. ‘leach the Indian to submit to 
the sources of contro! and punish bim for 
crime as you would punish a white man 
for the same oilcnse.

He says that the subject of what influ- 
ence the fur seal had and has upon the 
the supply of food fishes for man is one 
which has often been discussed during 
the last six or seven years before the 
Smithsonian Institute and United 
States Fish Commission, and the ver- 
dict of experts is diametrically opposed 
to the opinion quoted by Mr. Porter. 
He then draws attention to the follow- 
ing suggestion made by Special Agent 
Petroff in the report: 


The waters of Prince William Sound con- 

tain, perhaps, less fish than any other sec- 

tions of the Territory, the most abundant 

species being the dogfish, which seems to 

have driven away the codfish and nearly 

ee the herring, upon which it 
3. 


This, Mr. Elliot believes, is the true 
explanation of the disappearance of 
food fish from many sections of the 
Alaska waters. This isthe same dog- 
fish that is the deadly enemy of the 
cod and other edible varieties from 
Massachusetts up tothe Guif of St. 
Lawrence. On the Pacific it ranges 
as far south as Cape Mendocino. It 
feeds largely on young codfish, sal- 
mon fry and herring. Then comes 
the point of Mr. Elliott’s argument. 
He saysthatitis the fur seal, and 
nothing else, that has mainly pre- 
vented these dogtishes from so multi- 
plying as to produce the same result of 
ruin tothe cod and herring fisheries 
everywhere else in Alaska as is de- 
clared to be the case in Prince William 
Sound. The seal is the chief and only 
pronounced hunter of the dogfish; man 
rejects all fishing of that creature as 
unprofitable, except in a very small 
way for its oil; but the furseal regards 
the Syualus as its’ especial and most 
toothsome game, and feeds fat upon 
its plump, oily body, with soft gela- 
tinous fins; bites tbe head off at the 
nape and usually rejects it, because 
the teeth are sharp and hard, and un- 
pleasant when iavolved in the slight 
mastication that this animal , ever 
gives to its food. 

So, after all, we shall not have to 
lose our opinion of the fur seal asa 
useful animal, deserving of protection.

A MOB’S QUICK WORK. 


SUMMARY JUSTICE TO TWO 
MURDERERS. 


A Jalil Forced by a Determined 
Band of Men and Two 
Wretches Shot to 
Death.

SEALAND(Wasb.,)April 11.— [By the 
Associated Press.] At 1 o’clock this 
morning thirty or forty masked men 
appeared at the County Jail and de- 
manded that John Rose and John Ed- 
wards, murderers of the Frederickson 
family be delivered to them. The 
guard, William Brown,refused to open 
the door, when the leader of the mob 
threatened to throw a dynamite bomp 
into the jail. The guard then became 
frightened and opened the outside 
door, first firing his: pistol to give the 
alarm. He was then taken by five 
men into a woodshed and detained 
until the tragedy was over. 

Brown gays seven or eight shots 
were fired and Rose and Edwards 
were found dead after the crowd re- 
tired. Sheriff Turner was asleep at 
his house. The affair did not take 
over twenty minues. No attempt 
was made to force the iron cage, 
although a sledgehammer was \found 
in the jail. It is supposed the, men 
were shot down in their cells. Every- 
thing was conducted in a quiet and 
orderly manner. 

It will be remembered that Hans 
Frederickson and wife were murdered 
in Pacific county alittle over a year 
ago and their bodies buried in a pig- 
pen. John Kose, John Edwards, 
George Rose and Edward Gibbon were 
arrested and charged with the crime. 
All were convicted except Edward 
Gibbon, who was acquitted. The con- 
victed murderers subsequently ob- 
tained a new trial. A few weeks ago 
George Rose escaped from jail and has 
not yet been apprehended. 

Zhe coroner’s jury was chosen 
follows: W. R. Taylor, William Rat 
bons, , Haberstam, Frank 
Jewett, R. W. Espy, Isaac Whoilron. 
They will await the arrival of Prose- 
cuting-Attorney Egbert from South 
Bend, who cannot get here before to- 
morrow. 

Edwards was killed by a bullet en- 
tering his left cheek and coming out 
back of the neck, severing the ver- 
tebra. Rose received four wounds, 
one through the hip, one through the 
chest from the front, one through the 
top of the head, and one through the 
chest from right to left. ,

Seventy-five con- 
tractors and builders met today to con- 
sider what action should be taken in 
regard to the proposed boycott by the 
trades unions of ironwork manufac- 
tured by non-union foundries. Neso- 
iutions were adopted protesting agajnst 
boycotts, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to effect a permanent organi- 
zation of employers of labor to resist 
the unreasonabie demands of trades 
unions. 

Besides this association of builders 
another combination of employers is 
being formed in this city. Last week 
a preliminary meeting was held at 
which over %$100,000,000 of capital was 
represented. Tuis association is formed 


‘for the purpose protecting employers 


against unjust demands of labor 
unions, but will not touch the wage 
question. 

A week ago the shoemakers in Buck- 
ingham & Hecht’s factory went ona 
strike because the firm introduced a 
lasting machine. As no setilement 
could be arrived at, three other firms, 
Cohen, Nickelsburg & Co., Porter, 
Slessinger Co. and Rosen- 
thal, Feder & Co., comprising the Shoe 
Manufacturers’ Association, tonight 
declared a lockout. One thousand 
mep, women and children are thus 
thrown out of employment. These 
comprise two-thirds of all the shoe- 
makers in the city. The factories will 
obtain the necessary supplies from the 
East during the lockout. 


EASTERN LABOR TROUBLES. 


Possibility of a General Walk-out on 
the Road. 

April 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Officials of the Burling- 
ton road say there is no reason for ap- 
prehension that the strike on the west- 
ern lines of the system will extend to 
Chicago. itis evident, however, that 
the managers are anxious to conceal 
avy apprehension they may feel. 

The supreme council of the Order 
of Railway Employés will meet here 
Monday, and, it is understood, the ad- 
visibility of ordering a general strike 
on the Burlington system will be con- 
sidered. 

LINCOLN, (Neb.,) April 11.—The 
strike of Burlington switchmen in this 
city isnot apparently causing much 
trouble. Officials of the switchmen’s 
and trainmen’s brotherhoods were in 
the city conferring all day, with what 
result is not yet known. 

Only twelve men are out at Omaha, 
and their places have been filled. 

DENVER, April 11.—The striking 
Burlington switchmen at this point are 
only about twenty-five in number. 
Their grievance isthe same as that 
which caused the strike at Lincoln and 
Omaha. The officials assert that their 
places were all filled today and freight 
is being handled promptly. The strik- 
ers, however, declare that the company 
has only.one switch engine at work 
operated by the yardmaster and assist- 
ants.. 


In the Coke Region. 

SCOTTDALE (Pa.,) April 11.— The 
strikers’ convention wound up this 
evening. On the question of remaining 
out there was aunity of expression, 
though nearly every delegate present 
hoped for an early conference and sat- 
isfactory settlement. This seems a 
very remote possibility, however. 

The coke companies will make a 
general effort to resumeon Monday 
morning, and lively times are ex- 
pected.

THE HACK ORDINANCE, 


Mayor Hazard Returns It to the 
Council without His Approval. 

Mayor Hazard yesterday settled what is 
commonly known as the “hack ordinance’”’ 
by returning it to the Council without his 
approval. Some weeks ago the merchants 
on Spring street, between Temple and 
Third streets, petitioned the Council to pass 
an ordinance forbidding vehicles to stand 
on the street, on the ground that a nuisance 
was created, and for the further reason that 
public hacks stood in front of their places 
of business, biocking up their entrances 
and incovvenieucing their customers. In 
cuurse’of time the ordinance passed, and 
went tothe Mayor. The hackmen looked 
on the ordinance asa direct biow at their 
business, and promptly stated their side of 
the case to the executive. The merchants, 
too, appointed a committee to wait on the 
Mayor and urge the signing of the ordi- 
nance, which was done. ‘Tne Mayor heard 
all sides, and yesterday made up his mind 
to veto the ordinance., ln his me @ wo 
the Council giving bis reasons for this 
action, the Mayor says: 

To the Hunvrable Council of the City of 
Los Angeles: ‘Tuis ordinauce is unfsir iu 
that it dves not attempt to regulate the right 
to use the street to stand carriages on, but 
probibits the use of that portion of Spring 
street for the accommodation of carriages 
between ‘Temple and ‘Third streets aito- 
gether, The legitimate effect of this ordi- 
nance, if enforced, wou d ve to driverall tue 
carriages off the streets, because business 
men ip other portions of the city are just as 
much entitled te the prutection of the to 
keep carriages from iu frentof their places 
of busimess as those on Spring street are, 
apdif these carriages biocked up First, 
Second, Main and Broadway, or avy other 
street in the city mot covered by the ordi- 
nance, compiaint would ceatainly result 
therefrom. An erdivnance woich says that 
Carriages may stand on First, Second, Main 
streets and Broadway, but cannot stand op 
Spring street, between Temple and Third

The use of 
carriages for the accommodation of guests 
of hotels has always been recognized in all 
cities, and I do not believe our city is ready 
just now to dispense with it. A rule — 
lating the use of any portion of the street by 
a carriage, 80 as to Obvi te if possible the 
nuisance created by horses standing op the 
pavement, especially in the summer time, 
would be a good regulation and 1 would be 
oe to codperate with your honorable body 
n its enactment and its subsequent enforce- 
ment. The remedy | would suggest would 
be the enactment of an ordinance compel- 
ling persons using any portion of the streets 
of the city to stand vehicles used for hire to 
remove all litter dropped on the streets 
by the horses attached to such vehicies, 
Let them make provision for the immedi- 
ate removal of ail matter with which they 
litter up the street, at the peril of fine and 
imprisonment, and 1 believe it might be the 
means of baving these streets kept clean 
and obviate the nuisance we often witness 
in the gutters of, the streets of our city. 
The merchants who favor the proposed or- 
dinance desire ite enactment, not that the 
street muy be relieved of a standing nui- 
sance, but that a Vaeancy at the curb may 
be filled, which it immediately is, by citi- 
zens with their own teams, who desire to 
make purchases atthe store in front of 
which they tie ap, and it is to accommodate 
these people that the merchants waot to 
keep the hacks away. Itshould be in the 
power of every merchant to remove stand- 
ing Carriages from in front of hia place of 
business, and only such persons as he may 
permit should be allowed to stand. there, 
and the right to do 80 ouchtto enable him 
to have the front of his piace kept clean ana 
he ought to be required to do it, by seeing 
that the ordinance I have suggested is en- 
forced and in not permitting carriages to 
stand in front of his place, the owners of 
which negiect or refuse to keep the pave- 
inent clean,

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


Interesting Exercises at the 
Wilson School. 


MANY VISITORS PRESENT 


Short Session of City Council—Two 
Plucky Boys Down a Coyote— 
Youthful Thieves—Per- 

 gonalsand Brevities. 


The seventh monthly meeting of the 
Pasadena teachers’ institute was held 
yesterday morning in the Wilson Gram- 
mar school. There wasa large attend- 
ance of local and visiting teachers and 
friends of education generally, at- 
tracted by the generous bill of fare 
provided. 

After brief preliminary remarks 
Supt. Monroe introduced Miss Lizzie 
E. Fay, supervisor of drawing at the 
Springfield, Mass., schools. The 
spexker showed how mechanical and 
artistic supremacy depends on the 
teaching of drawing and building up of 
color perception in the primary grade 
pupil. The best method of teaching 
color was illustrated. ‘The old theory 
of primary colors and their compli- 
mentary colors was shown to be false by 
rotating color disks. Miss Fry’s re- 
marks were interesting and held the 
close attention of the audience. 

Dr. A. W. Plummer followed with 
an interesting talk on ‘‘Narcotics, and 
their influence on the various digestive 
organs and nervous system.’”’ The 
theory was advanced that the effect 
of alcohol is to paralyze certain 
nerves which control the _ flow 
of biood in the smail vessels, resulting 
in flushed faces, red noses, etc. The 
poisonous effect of alcobol on the stom- 
ach, liver and other organs was empha- 
sized, together with the evil effects of 
opium, tobacco and other narcotics, 

Miss Heurietta Bancroft, dean of 
the ladies’ college at Monrovia, read a 
finished paperon “Literature as an 
Agent in Social Progress.’”’ ‘The sub- 

ect was treated under the heads of 
iteraturein poljtics, as a humanizing 
agent, as a philanthropic agent and as 
a Cbristianizing force. The paper was 
comprehensive and highly interesting. 

Rev. C. J. Baldwin, president of Po- 
mona College,next delivered an ad- 
dress on “Individualism.’’ The value 
of considering individualism lies in the 
fact that no two men are exactly alike, 
a fact which each teacher should note 
at the beginning of his work. The 
need of awakening the latent faculties 
of pupils was illustrated by several in- 
cideuts in the school life of the 
speaker. 

Miss Packard, principal of the Los 
Angeles High school, was unfor- 
tunately prevented by illness from giv- 
ing her address ‘on ‘**English.”’ 

‘Supt. C. H. Keyes of the Riverside 
schools gave a talkon “Arithmetic.” 
He argued that this branch of learn- 
ing is taught too long, and not well 
taught. .It consists of fundamental 
rules and logic, and should be mas- 
tered by any ordinary pupil in five 
years. The same, the speaker claimed, 


.is-true in—algebra, physics, geometry,

In the early mofning of September 
4, a whaleboat manned by natives 
dragged us down the green cove of the 
anchorage.and round the spouting prom- 
ontory. On the shore level, it was a 
hot, breathless, and yet crystal morn- 
ing; but high overhead the hills of 
Atuona were all cowiled in cloud, and 
the ocean- river of the Trades streamed 
without pause. As we crawled 
from under the immediate shelter of 
the land we ceached at last the limit 
of their influence. The wind fell upon 
our sails in puffs, which strengthened 
and grew more continuous; presently 


the Casco heeled down to her day’s|. 


work; the wualeboat, quite outstripped, 
clung for a noisy moment to her quar- 
ter; the stipulated bread, rum and to- 
bacco were passed in; a moment more 
and the boat was in our wake, and our 
late pilots were cheering our depart- 


ure. 

This was the more inspiriting, as we 
were bound for scenes so ditferent, 
and though on a brief voyag®, yet tora 
new province of creation. ‘That wide 
field of ocean, called loosely the South 
Seas, extends irom tropic to tropic and 
perhaps from 120 degrees west io 150 
degrees east, a paraliclogram of 100 de- 
grees by forty-seven, where de- 

rees are the most spacious. Much of 
t lies vacant, much is closely sown 
with isles, and the isies are of two 
sorts. No distinction is so continuaily 
Gweilt upon in South Sea talk as that 
between the low and the high island, 
and there is none more broadly marked 
in nature; the Himalayas are not mure 
different trom tbe Sahara. On the one 
band, and chiefly in groups ot from 
eight to a dozen, Volcanic isiands rise 
above the seu; few reach an altitude of 
less than 4000 feet; one exceeds thir- 
teen thousand; their tops are often ob- 
scured with cloud, they are all clo.béd 
witb various forest, all abound in food, 
and are remarkable for picturesque 
and solemn scenery. On the otuer 
band, we have the atoll—a thing of 


its heel, as though to avoid the long 
line of Santa Cruz and the Solomons; 
and at last, in the Carolines, runs 
once more on board of, and is min- 

led with its rivals ina second doubt- 

ul zone, where’again the islands may 
be at once high or low, at once coral- 
vulcanite, at once islands and 
atolls. 

In no quarter of the main stream 
are the atolls so thickly congregated; 
in none are they so varied insize frum 
the greatest tothe least; in none is 
navigation so beset with perils, as in 
that archipelago that we were now to 
thread. The huge system of the trades 
is, for some reason, quite confounded 
by this multiplicity of reefs; the wind 
intermits, squalis are frequent from 
the west and southwest, hurricanes 
are known. The currents are, besides, 
inextricably intermixed; dead reckon- 
ing becomes a farce; the charts are not 
reliable, and such isthe number and 
similarity of these islands that, even 
when you have picked one up you may 
be none the wiser. The reputation of 
the place is consequently infamous, 
and insurance offices therefore exclude 
it from their field; and it was not with- 
out misgivings that the Captain risked 
the Casco in such waters. I believe, 
indeed. it it almost understood that 
yachts are to avoid this baffling archi- 
pelago; and it required all my instances 
and all Capt. Otis’s private taste for 
adventure to deflect our course across 
its midst. 

For four days we sailed with a steady 
trade, anda steady westerly current 
setting us to leeward, and toward sun- 
down of the seventh it was supposed 
we should bave sighted T'akaroa, one 
of Cook’s so-called King George isl- 
ands. The sun set; yet a while longer 
the old moon—semi-brilliant herself, 
and with a silver belly, which was her 
successor—sailed among gathering 
clouds; she, too, deserted us; stars of 
every degree of sheen, and clouds of 
every vatiety of form, disputed the sub- 
lustrous night: and still we gazed in 
vain for Takaroa, The mate stood on 
the bowsprit end, his tall gray figure 
slashing up and down against the 
stars; and still

Vidit et undas.”’ 

The rest of us were grouped atthe 
port anchor davit, siaring with no less 
assiduity, but with far less bope on 
the obscure horizon: Islands we be- 
held in plenty, but they were of “such 
stuff as dreams are made on,’’ and 
vanished at a wink, only to appear in 
other places, and by and bye not only 
islands but refulgent and revolving 
lights began to stud the darkness; 
lighthouses of the mind or of the 
wearied optic nerve, solemnly shining 
and winking as we passed. At length 
the mate himself despaired, scrambled 
inboard again from his-unrestful perch 
and announced that we had missed 
our destination. 


I find a passage in my diary in which

problematical origin and history, the 
reputed creature ef an insect appar- 
ently unidentified; rudely annular in 
shape, inclosing a lagoon, rarely ex- 
tending beyond a quarter of a mile at 
dts chief width, often rising at its high- 
est point to less than the stature of a 
man; man himself, the rat and the 
land crab its chief inhabitants; not 
much more variously supplied with 
plants, and offering tothe eye, even 
when perfect, only aring of glittering 
beach and verdant foliage, inclosing 
and inclosed by the blue sea. 

From one group of the first class to 
another, from the Marquesas to the 
Societ)s, our course now lay. And it 
was barred across by a whole fleet of 
atolls; the group indifferently known 
to whites as the Low of the Dangerous 
Archipelago, and in native as the Pau- 


motu,*subjected isles,’’ or the Tua- 


motu, “company of isies.’””’ They are 
seventy-sigit in number, saysthe in- 
vaiuable Findlay—who will find in the 
last sentence turee corrections for his 
next edition—and he goes on to remark 
that they form ‘‘one of the wonders of 
the Pacific,’’ and cover sixteen degrees 
‘of longitude, without counting scat- 
tered islands to the southeast. Find- 
lay hesitates to draw the line upon the 
ene side; Icould never see where it 
éhould be drawn upon the other. To 
Iny eye this procession of coral atolls 
extends, ina free scroll, across the 
whole chart of the South Seas, enter- 
ing at the soutbeast, proceeding north- 
easterly, then more and more tothe 
westward, then (witha half wheel), due 
north, and lastiy west again to join 
the Carolines. Scattered atolls, Pen- 
rbyon, Nassau, Suwarrow, Maniibiki, 
Danger and Swain’s, unmistakably 
produce the line of the Low Archipel- 
ago and join it with the Tokelaus. 


From Atafu in the Tokelaus,§ de- 


grees 36 minutes §., 172 degrees 
24 minutes W., it is but a 
step to Fanafuti in the LEllices, 


8 deg 31 minutes 20 seconds 
S., 179 degrees, 21 minutes, 15 seconds 
E. The Ellices run north and south 
till they. are almost mingled with the 
Gilberts; the Gilberts persevere in the 
Same direction, pass the line, and 
Teach out to the isles of Makin, 
Great and Little toward the Marshalls; 
and in the Marshalls (with the second 
half wheel) the continuous archipelago 
trends once more westward to the 
Carolines. Doubtless there are breaks; 
doubtless there is plenty coral, doubt- 
less miany atolls, outside of this main 
Stream. The marvel! is that this main 
stream sbould include ail the main 
groups; that it should be so truly con-, 
tinvous, striking the eye even of the 
cursory glancer at the chart, and that 
it should steer so near to, and yet still 
avoid, the situation of the loftier vol- 
canic isles. At |Mangareva, in the 
extreme southeast, the zones are mipn- 
gled. Thence the stream of coral 
3ses porthwestward between the 
quesas and the Societys; clears 


I smile at this experienced man’s pre- 

.tensions, declaring it impossible he 
should have picked up land so conspic- 
ouous by so dim and so dispersed a 
light. know better know. Impossi- 
ble for us, it was quite possibie for 
him. I have stood by, for instance. 
while the captain and the mate of the 
Equator picked up Butaritari or Great 
Makin 1n the Gilberts, and idencified 
point after point, all correctly, as the 
morning proved; and I soberly contess 
that I saw nothing. Yet, as far as 
eyesight goes, I believe I was superior 
toeither. What I lacked was a habit 
of the mind, similar to those by which 
the Indian is so swift to spy gume and 
follow footprints, or the man of letters 
to detect misreadings in a page’ of 
print. 

Even while we smiled at the mate, 
we must yet bow to his deliverance. 
He was the only man of practice in 
these waters; our sole pilot shipped 
for that enc at Tai-o-hao. 
If he declared we had missed 
Takaroa, it was not for us to quar- 
rel with the fact, but, if we could, to 
explain it. We had certainly run 
down our southing. * Our canted wake 
upon the sea and our somewhat 
drunken-looking course upon the chart 


both testified with no less certainty to 


an impetuous westward current. We 
had no choice but to conclude we 
were again set down to leeward; and 
the best we could do was to bring the 
Casco to the wind, keep a good watch, 
and expect morning. 

I slept that night, as was then my 
somewhat dangerous practice, on 
deck, upon the cockpit bench. A stir 
at last awoke me, to see all the eastern 
heaven dved with faint orange, the 
binnacle lamp already dulled against 
the brightness of the day, and the 
steersman leaning eagerly across the 
wheel, ‘*There it is, sir!’’ he cried, 
and pointed in the very eyeball of the 
dawn. For a while I could see noth- 
ing but the bluish ruins of the morning 
bank, which lay far along the borizon, 
like melting icebergs. Then the sun 
rose, pierced a gapin these débris of 
vapors, and displayed am inconsider- 
able isleg, flat as a plate upon the sea, 
and spiked with palms of aispropor- 
tioned altitude. 

So far, so good. There was certainly 
an atoll; and we were certainly not 
among the archipelago. But which? 
And where? The isle was too smali/ 
for either Takaroa or Takapoto; in al] 
our neighborhood, indeed, there was 
none so considerable save only Tikei:- 
and Tikei, one of Roggewein’s so- 
called Pernicious /Islands, seemed be- 
side the question. At that rate, in- 
stead of drifting to the west, we must 
ave fetched up thirty miles to wind- 

ard. And how about the current? 
It had been setting us down, by obser- 
vation, all these days: by the deflection 
of our wake, it should be setting us 
down that moment. When had it

jand what kind of torrent was that, 


which had swept us eastward in the 
interval? Tothese questions, so typi- 
cal of navigation in that maze of isles, 
I bave no answer. Such were at least 
the facts; and it was our first expe- 
rience of the dangerous archipelago, 
to make our landfal! thirty miles out. 

The sight of Tikei, thrown direct 
against the splendor of the morning 
robbed of all its color, and deformed 
with disproportioned trees, like bristies 
on a broum, had scarce prepared us to 
be much in love with atolls. Later the 
same day saw under more fit condi- 
tions the island of Taiaro. *‘Lostin the 
Sea’’ is possibly the meaning of the 
name. And it was so we saw it; lost 
in blue sea and sky; a ring of white 
beach, green underwood, and tossing 
palms; gem-like in color; of a fairy, of 
a heavenly prettiness. The surf ran 
all around it, white as snow, and broke 
at one point, far to seaward, on what 


an to be sorry for cartographers. 

@ were scarce doing three and a 
half; and they asked me to believe that 
(in five minutes) we had dropped an 
island, passed eight miles of open 
water, and rum almost high and dry 
upon the next. But my captain was 
more sorry for himse!f, to be afloat in 
such a labyrinth, iaid the Casco to, 
with the logline up and down, and 
sat on the stern rail and watched it 
tillthe morning. He had enough of 
night in the Paumotus. 

By daylight on the 9th we began to 
skirt Kauehi, and had now an oppor- 
tunity to see near at hand the geogra- 
phy of atolls. Here and there, where 
it was high, the further side loomed 
up; here and there the near-side dip- 
ped entirely and showed a broad path 
of water into the lagoon; here and 
there both sides were equally abased, 
and we could look right through the

nosmoke, no sign of man; indeed, the 
isle is not inhabited, only visited at 
intervals; and yet a trader (Mr. Nari 
Salmon) was watching from the sbore 
und wondering at the unexpected ship. 
I bave spent since then long months 
upon low islands; I know the tedium 
of their undistinguished days; I kuow 
the burden of their diet. With what- 
ever envy we may have looked fron 
the deck on these green coverts, it wa:

and his comradés saw us steer, in ou 

trim ship, to seaward. 

The night fell lovely in the extrem« 
After the moon went down the beave 
wasathing to wonder at for star. 
And as I lay in the cockpit and looke. 
upon the steersman I-was,baunted by 
Emerson’s verses: 

And the lone seaman ali the night 
Pails astonished among stars 

by this glittering and imperfect 
brightness, about tour belis in the first 
watch we made our third ‘atoli, Rar- 
aka, The low line of the isle lay 
straight along the sky; so that 1 was 
first reminded of a towpath, and we 
seemed to be mounting sume enyin- 
eered and navigable stream. -Mres-- 
ently ared star appeared, about the 
height and brightness of a danger siz- 
bal, and with that my simile was 
changed; we seemed rather to skirt 
the embankment of a railway, and the 
eye begun tolook instinctively for the 
telegraph posts, and the ear ‘> ex- 
pect the coming ofa train. I ¢r and 
there, but rarely, faint tree tu,» vioke 
the level. And the sound of ive surf 
accompanied us, now in a drowsy 
monotone, now with a menacing 
swing. 

The isle lay nearly east and west, 
barring our on Fakaraya.. 
We must, therefore hug the coast until’ 
we gain the western end, where, 
through a passage eight miles wide, we 
might sail southward betwesn Raraka 
andthe next isle, Kauehi. We had 
the wind free, a lightish air; butclouds 
of an inky blackness were beginning 
to arise, and at timesit lightened— 
Without thuoder, Something. 1 know 
not What, continually set us upon the 
island. We lay more aud more to the 
nor’ard; and you would have thought 
the shore copied our manuceuvre and 
outsailed us. The captain, the mate 
and I were on deck; the captain, uot 
inuch gratified with our position; the 
mate part sanguine and part calious, 
in the true South Sea proportion, He 
saw nothing odd in our position, which 
was even normal in the group. And 
he could scarce be asked to share in 
this anxiety about the ship, having al- 
ready lost several himself, and desiring 
no better than the opportunity to lose 
another. ** Well,” he cried at last, *tand 
what if the wind does fail? We could 
shove her off with an oar!’’ Conceive 
the effect of such a consolation on a 
Yankee martinet. Capt. Otisexploded; 
the mate accepted battie, and the pair 
wrapgied bravely. And once and 


op the south. Conceive, on a Vast 
scale, the submerged boop of the 
duck-bhunter, trimmed with green rush- 
es to conceal his head—water within, 
water without--you have the image of 
the perfect atoll.

ue frail barrier. 

Last night’s impression in the dark 
was thus confirmed by day and not 
corrected. We sailed, indeed, by a 
‘mere causeway in the sea of poet 
handiwork, yet of no greater magni- 
tude than many of the works of man. 
The isle was uninhabited; it was all 
greeu brush and white sand, set in 
transcendently blue water; even the 
cocoa palms were rare, though some of 
these completed the bright harmony of 
color by hanging out a fan of golden 
vellow. For long (here was no sign of 
life beyond the vegetable; ahd to 
sound but the continuous grumble of 
the gurft In sil€uce and desertion 
these fair shores slipped past. and 
were submerged and rose again with 
clumps ot thicket from the sea. 

' And thena bird or two appeared, 
bovering aud crying; swiftly these be- 
came mnore numerous; and presently, 
looking abead, we were aware of a vast 
effervescence of winged life. In this 
place the annuiar isle was mostly under 
water, Carrying here and there on its 
submerged line a wooded isiet. Over 
one of these the birds tung and flew 
With an incred: bie density like that of 
gnats or hiving bees; the mass flashed 
white and black, and heaved and quiv- 
ered, andthe screaming of the crea- 
tures rose over tlt voice of the surf in 
a sbrill- clattering whir. As you de- 
scend some iniiud valley a not dissim- 
liar sound announces the nearness of a 
milland pouring wier. Some strag- 
wlers, as I suid, came to meet our ap- 
proach; afew still hung about the ship 
as we departed.

A GREAT ROAD RACE 


Between Amateur Wheelmen 
in Chicago, 


TO COME OFF DECORATION DAY 


A Number of Record-breakers 
Participate—-A Dash Across 
Country to Pullman—Pros- . 
pocts for the Race,

Cnicaco, April 1, 1891.—{Special 
Correspondence of Tux Times.} The 
Pullman road race, though essen- 
tially Chicagoan, is nevertheless 
an event toward which each year are 
turned the eyes of cyclists in every 
section of the United States. 

With ‘mere accident as a parent it 
bas grown in to an offspring of such 


Proportions that last year it was an 


event unequajled in the history of cy- 
cling, at least in this country: an event 
which demonstrated that the wheel- 
man’s sport is one dppreciated, not 
only by his fellow wheoelmen, but by 
the general public as weil. Thousands 
of people lined the course last Decora- 
tion day, and the cheers that went up 
aseach cyclist passed, showed that 
wheeling is a recognized pastime of 
great importance,

To the general cycling public, how- 
ever, the race is chiefly important be- 
cause it uncovers one or more of the 
men who make up the Chicago racing 
team, an aggregation which, when the 
cracks met iast summer, had every- 


}Uupg its own way, which bas, up to 


date, won 95 percent. of all the team 
races in which its ridera have competed 
and bas today more fast men than 
that of any other city in the Union. 

From the Puilman road race sprang 
Arthur E. Lumsden, whom the Windy 
City has christened “Our Artie.”’ His 
mile im 2:30 flat will stand unsur- 
passed for years. Hewas an onknown 
rider when be entered the Pullman 
race in ‘88; he is today probably the 
most widely-known amateur wheel- 
manin America. The Puilman 
brought to light Winship, who won the 
first race in always sure of 
a piace, and in this respect, is the best 
teum race-ridefin the West, Though 
be does not often reach the tape first 
he is always close’ up and is therefore 
one of the safest riders iu the Chicago 
team. 

It is curious to note, in passing, that 
those who were unearthed by winning 
the races of ’S7 and’SS, united forces in 
80 and made tandem records for tue 
world. 

A bandicap contest with a generous 
time limit, the race may be won by 
men whose reputations may.never be- 
come more than local; yet, having each 
yearfor one of its prizes a vaiuable 
medal for the “best time,”’ it is always 
certain of including among its entries 
anumber of. men whose reputation is 
national. Tothe gycling world—even

surface of the summer boulevard. 
Hence itis not strange that a “hare 
and hounds” chase shonld have been 
decided on as a proper means of arous- 
ing an appetite for savory turkey and 
juicy mince pie. Strange or not, the re- 
sult of the talk was the issuance of an 
invitation to the wheelmen of Chicago 
to joinin such a chase, the course to 
be from the Leland, in the beart of the 
city, to the Hotel Pioreace, in Pall- 
man.

Then come three miles of ordinary 
country road, which is generally io fair 
condition after rain. The next three 
and ahalfmiles, including the * 
tato patch’ and the ‘‘sand hill,”’ over 
which no wheelman has ever ridden, 
are rough and.uneveu and the scene of 
many memorable ‘“‘spills.”” The re- 
maining one and one-quarter miles are 
through the town of Pullman, with ex- 
cellent roadbed, but many annoying 
right-angle turns. 

There were «g prizesin the “hare 
and hound” chase referred: to; the 
love of speeding, a friendly rivalry and 
a little glory being the only incentive 
to urge the riders on to victory. The 
‘“hares’’ were Crennan and Kluge of 
the Chicago club. Davis and Bowbeer 
of the Illinois and Frennesen of the 
Owls. Among the “hounds,’’ of whom 
there twenty-five, were such well- 
known wheelmen as Ingalls, Peters, 
Eblert, Riggs, Burley Ayres, Street 
and White. 

Joe Crennan was the first to reach 
the Pullman hostelry, covering the 
distance in 1:12, which, at that time, 
was considered a very creditable per- 
formance.

and finish of this chase was Mr. Robert |. 
D. Garden, anenthusiast in wheeling}. 


matters. ‘Tbe chase suggested to him 
the idea of getting up a handicap race 
over ihe same course and under such 
conditions as would make it pop- 
ular with wheelmen of all grades of 
speed. The result was the selection of 
Decoration day as the time of the race. 
Mr. Garden went to work with a will 
and, owing to bis popularity among the 
men in his line of business and his un- 
bounded enthusiasm, built up, by vol- 
untary subscription, a respectable prize 
list, aggregating some twenty articles 
of cycling paraphernalia and a money 
value of $700. 

Thirty-four men, outof a total of 
forty-one who entered forthe race, 
came to the starting point May 30, 
1887. The time limit was sixteen min- 
utes. N.H. Van Sicklen started at 
scratch with Robert Eblert, who re- 
fused asmal!ll handicap. The winner 
turned upin H. KR. Winship, who 
started from the 8:30 mark and covered 
the distance in 1:02.55, which was the 
fastest time of the day, thus capturing 
not ouly the first prize, valued at $140, 
but also the #40 medal offered for 
**best time.’’ H. L. Wheeler, the limit 
man, finished in 1:15.32. Van Sicklen 
dropped out early in the race. Etlert 
finisned twentieth.

In 1888 theentries numbered sixty- 
six. of whom seveuty-one started. The 
prizes numbered twenty, valued at 
$750. “The limit that year was re- 
duced to four een minutes, five starters 
getting it. Van S:cklen was alone on 
scratch. The day dawned bright and 
ciea?. The boulevards were as smooth 
asa billiard table. Stony Island ave- 
nue seemed to have lost many of its 
ruts and much af its roughness. The 
“sand hill’? and the “potato patch”’ 
were at their best. A moderately strong 
rear wind urged on the riders. These 
favorable circumstances foreshadowed 
a breaking of records. Nor were 
the seekers of new records dis- 
appointed. Winshin again captured 
the time medal, making the 
phenomenal record of 53:20, Van Sick- 
len finished five seconds behind. The 
winner of the first prize was Arthur E. 
Lumsden. He entered the race com- 
paratively unknown and was granted a 
handicap of 11 minutes. His running 
time was 1:47. it was his maiden ef- 
fort, but the remarkable time be made 
gave promise of greater performances. 
Those who thus prophesied have not 
been disappointed, for since that time 
bis star has been steadily in the as- 
cendency, and his racivg career an = 

o- 
day, notwithstanding some defeats of 
last year, in the judgment of most im- 
partial wheelmen, he stands the fastest 
amateur in America. 

The race this year was productive of 
a curious andsignificentincident. W. 
A. Rhodes, a professional, who was en- 
gineered by outside parties for adver- 
tising purposes, finished in 54:52, but 
with true professional instinct be main- 
tained that the time was wrong and 
the time-keepers prejudiced. It proved 
conclusively that professional ‘‘side- 
shows”? in connection with the race 
added little to its interest. 

In 1£89 the race had come to be con- 
sidered the greatest in the country. It 
brought 113 entries and 72 starters, de- 
spite the facts of heavy roads and 
threatening sky. Thetime limit was 
reduced to 12. minutes, nine men 
receiving it. With Van Sicklen on 
scratch, were Lumsden and Terry An- 
drae of Milwaukee. Winshipdid not 
start. The race was won by Frank 
Bodach of the Aeolus Club, who started 


from the 11 minute mark and covered 
the distance in 1:13. Lumsden again 
captured the time medal, making the 
distance in 56:45, with Van Sicklen1 
minute and 3 seconds bebind him. An- 
drae finished not a wheel’s length be- 
hind the “Old War Horse.” 

In 1889 there was much talk of fut 
ther reducing the time limit. Eight 
minutes had many advocates, ten min- 
utes more. The twelve-minute limit 
was finally retained, a vote of the 
wheelmen, in caucus assembled, de- 
ciding it. 

So great an event had the race be 
come by this time that prominent cy- 
clists came from the country round 
about and from the far East, not to 
participate but to witness it. Car- 
riages lined the course for miles from 
the starting point, coaches covered 
with merrymakers beiag plentifully 
sprinkled among them. Much interest 
was manifested as to the relative 
merits of Winship and Myers, a Peoria 
lad who is said to have ridden the 
fastest unofficial mile ever madeona 
safety. ‘Lo the sorrow of Winship’s 
frieuds, the Peorian finished far ahead, 
Lumsden, of course, captured the 
time medal, Thorne, Githens, 
Myers, Winship, Ehlert and Bar- 
rett finishing im .order behind 
him. The best time this yearwas 56.38. 
The first man to finish was Charies 
Knisely of the Illinois ciub. The prize 
list contained thirty-three prizes, ag- 
gregated a money value of $1500, the 
greatest améunt ever offered for an 
amateur race in this country or prob- 
ably any other. 

Already the question is being asked: 
**Who is to win this year?’’ That there 
will be the greatest struggle ever made 
on the course there can be no doubt, 
Intense rivairy exists among the nu- 
merous clubs of the city, and the Pull- 
mao race is its incentive. So far the 
Sag Cycling Club has had the best 
of it, having won the time medal on 
every occasion and the race with two 
exceptions. {tis estimated that this 
year over 200 willenter and 150 start,

WOES OF THE ARTIST. 


The Spring Exhibition An- 
noys Him. 


HOW RARE PICTURES ARE HUNG. 


A Pious P.iblisher and a Clerical 
Managor--A Silvor Age—A Peep 
at a Dude’s Belongings 
~What He Saw. 


[COPY RIGHT, 1891) 

The spring academy has only been 
open afew days, yet the wail of the 
disappointed artist is heard in the 
laud. Thirteen hundred paintings 
were submitted for judgment by the 
Haoging Committee. Only 400 were 
accepted. This cutting down of the 
usual number of works shown was 
largely owing to the fact that so many 
of the accepted paintings are of heroic 
size. One is so big that ite frame had 
to be knocked offand taken in piece- 
meal to get the whole through the am- 
pie doors of the academy. 

Of course, among the 900 rejected 
were many excellent canvases, and, 
asa matter of fact, though not of 
courseé,a good many weak ones are 
shown by senile academicians, who 
have longsince parted with what talent 


they ever possessed, but have the un- 


doubted right of exhibiting pictures, 
and *‘on the ljine”’ at that. 

Zola wrote no queerer tale of the 
jury of the Paris Salon than could be 
written of an academy hanging com- 
mittee ia New York: the tired group 
of artists viewing picture after picture 
until too far spent by mere pbysical 
exhaustion to render just 
upon the thousandtb; the aged N. A. 
stalking in, marking out with chalk 
the spaces he means to fill upon the 
wall, and then stalking home to paint 
the pictures to fill them; some horribie 
nightmare of glaring miscoloration 
brought up by perspiring workmen to 
be vigorously hissed by the jury, until 
some one of them, who has seen the 
signatures, cries “‘atop, stop! That’s 
a——,’”?’ and thea be bung in triumph; 
the hanging and rehangipg, arrange- 
mentandre arranzement; the final des- 
perate skying of the good pictures 
which wou’t fit on the line and placing 


wondernment on opening day of the 
public who do not understand all these 
little difficulties. It is comedy and 
tragedy. Insanity lurks behind the 
artist who cannot sell his pictures like 
poor Blakelock. 

I have a friend, a capable artist, but 
not an “*N. A.,’”’ who was once rejoiced 
by the information. smuggled out of 
committee that his picture was well 
being hung onthe line. Before var- 
nishing day, however, when the pic- 
tures were all arranged, a belated land- 
scape by an academician, which must 
be bung on the line;came in. Asluck 
would have it, it was the exact size of 
my friend’sand of no other. Rear- 
rangement was impossible. The N.A. 
got the place; my friend was skied in 
the corridor to his unspeakable aston- 
ishment and disgust, and those who 
saw his picture there, or tried to see it, 
said: “That must bave been an awfully 
bad picture to get so poor a place.”’

Lake Hukwa. 
[Goldthwaite's Geographical Magazine. | 
This mysterious lake is about 100 

miles long, and from 30 to 40 miles 
wide. The lake liesina very barren 
and inhospitable country, in which re- 


“spect it forms a great contrast with the 


surrounding’ regions, which are among 
the most fertile and prosperous of Af- 
rica. The lake iseast of Lake Tan- 
ganyika, and about sixty miles from it 
in about longitude 32° east of Green- 
wich. The parallel of 8° south lati- 
tude crosses the lake, and the sheet or 
water extend much moretothbe south 
and east than is indicated by the dotted 
lines on Our maps. The natives say it 
would take many days to go arouud 
the lake in acanoe, bat they never do 
80, owing to theirenemies. Its waters 
are dark in color, brackish, muddy, 
and quite undrinkable. A boy who 
went into the lake to bring a specimen 
of its waterto Mr. Cross had go toa 
distance of 300 yards before he could fill 
his bottle, and then be was knee deep 
in mud.

The Needle Does Net Mark the True

The old saying, “True as the needle 
to the pole,’ is quite misleading, be- 
cause three peopie in five who use it 
think of the North Pole, while the 
factis that the termini of the earth’s 
axis are uot coincident with the mag- 
netic poles. It was of greatimportance 
to navigators in northern latitudes to 
determine the exact position of the 
north magnetic pole in order to make 
the needle a perfectly trustworthy 
guide. One day nearly sixty years 
ago, while the famous polar traveler, 
Sir John Ross, was sledging over the 
the ice hummocksnorth of this con- 
tinent, he found a place on the 
western shore of LBoothia Felix, 
where the dipping-peedle wholly lost 
its directive power and stood within 
one minute of the vertical. This dis- 
covery enabled Greely, at Lady Frank- 
lin Bay. when he found his needle 
pointing nearly southwest, to deter- 
mine the true north by a few minutes’ 
calculation. The position of the south 
magnetic pole has also been approxi- 
mately determined, and not a sea cap- 
tain sails the ocean today who is not 
greatly indebted to these discoveries. 
These magnetic pdles slowly move 
back and forth across: the polar area. 
They have probably changed their po- 
sition since they were found, and 
scientific men awhile ago were urging

IN NOBILITY’S MIMIC REALM 


British High Life Below Stairs—En- 
gilsh Dames of the Duster— 
Ladies of the Lap-dog 
and Luggage.

LONDON, Marcu «~+.—.uere is in Great 
Britain a line of nobility, not set down in 
“Burke's Peerage,” as rigorous in distinc- 
tions, as unyielding in established rights 
and traditions, as impregnable against in- 
novation, and as haughty in the enjoyment 
of its caste and privileges, as that authenti- 
cated nobility and aristocracy which its 
different ranks as often ruleas serve. These 
are the lords and ladies of that vast and or- 
dinarily mysterious realm known as the 
“Below Stairs” of British life. 

They are one and the same in England, 
Scotland and Ireland. While British poli- 
‘tics may boil in Ireland, stew in Wales and 
Scotland and simmer in England, the real 
United Kingdom, imperturbable to politics, 
calm and impassive in the face of commer- 
cial disaster or social change, is held to- 
gether as with ribs of steel, rivets of cop- 
per and cappings of brass by the adaman- 
tine solidarity of this invincible nobility— 
the British dames of the duster, ladies of 
lap dog and luggage, lords of the ladle, bar- 
ons of bells and boots and peers of the pan- 
tries and pots. 

The number, wages and ways of the 
servants employed in and about the great 
halls, seats and castles of Britain almost 
tell the story of their masters. First and 
foremost is the steward, who is responsible 
to milord and lady for the entire estab- 
lishment, the servants, hiring of servants, 
and the purchase of all ordinary necessi- 


washes, polishes aud sieeps alongside their 
receptacle cases in the pantry. During 
seasons of unusual entertainment he also 
assists the head butler at meals. There 
are generally also a first, second and third 
footman. These receive about the same 
wages as the under butler. They clean 
milord’s clothing, which a valet scorns to 
do save when his master travels, assist at 
meals as waiters, wash glass and silver 
ware, are regarded as general help under 
the butlers, and are, properly speaking, 
only footmen when on duty as such with 
the carriages. 

Among the other male servants is milord’s 
valet, with well kpown duties. A bright one 
receives seventy pounds per year, and will 
easily manage to secure as much more. 
Then there are the head cooks, to none of 


by the American nouveau riches to their 
recently imported chefs, who receive from 
£1% to £150, with perquisites of about fifty 
pounds from the sale of drippings and fats. 
There is also & head coachman at sixty to 
eighty pounds, under whom are a second 
coachman at twenty-five pounds, a stud 
groom at twenty pounds, and grooms, 
stablemen and helpers at from ten to 
twenty pounds each, and one or two “‘odd 
men’’ who attend the servants’ hall, carry 
baggage, clean boots and area sort of every- 
body’s men to all below stairs. 

The whole number of servants at one of 
these princely houses is therefore very 
large. I have only enumerated those di- 
rectly serving the household itself, whose 
members may not number a half dozen, 
and in seasons of entertainment will not 
average more than two dozen, souls. 

Among all these house servants there are 
what might be called an upper and a lower 
house. Precedence is as severe a master 
and scourge here as with the nobility them- 
selves. The hours for servants’ meals are: 
Breakfast, 8; lunch, 11; dinner, 1; tea, 5, 
and supper from 9to 10. The upper house 
includes the steward, butler, housekeeper, 
the head cook, the valets and the ladies’ 
maids. These usually take all their meals 
by themselves, in either the steward’s or 
housekeeper’s room, where they occasion- 
ally lounge and do their necessary corre- 
spondence. The lower house comprises all 
other servants, of whom the under butler, 
or assistant cook, takes precedence. In 
some houses all the servants dine together, 


ties, such as food, except meats, which is 
invariably the perquisite of the cook. The 
steward receives eighty pounds, and an 
unlimited amount of noble blackguarding, 

per year. | 

Next in importance, if not indeed the 
first, is the housekeeper. She is asually a 
maiden lady of severe age, or a widow 
culled from poor relations. She must be 
a person of infinite expediency, common 
sense, experience, and with a soul and 
physique of iron. She usually has entire 
charge of the detail of all domestic mat- | 
ters; holds the keys to every private apart- | 
ment and secret compartment; with her | 
assistants makes, lays and repairs all car- | 
pets; cleans and rebangs all tapestries; 
frequently originally embroiders the finest 
of draperjes; packs, unpacks, rehangs and 
drapes all paintings; prepares and marks 
with the family crest all linen and laces; 
cares for the statuary, and attends to the 
interminable cleaning and waxing of floors. | 
She receives from twenty to twenty-five 
pounds per year, having under her from 
one to two assistant” hcusekeepers, whose 
yearly wages are from twelve to sixteen 
pounds. Inageneral way all the female 
servants of the place are amenable to the 
head housekeeper, who‘is at no time of the 
year away from her post. 

The next of these in grade is perhaps the 
governess. This necessary though unfor- 
tunate person is expected to educate and 
form the manners.and morals, to the age 

of twelve, of the children. She must read, 
write, speak and teach French and Ger- 
man, and be able to instruct in the rudi- 
ments of Latin, the sciences and philés” 
ophy. She must sing, and teach vocal 
music, and play and instruct upon the 
piano and harp. In fact, she must be the 
superior, companion and servant of her 
charges. Her compensation is forty pounds 
to sixty pounds per annum, and many op- 
portunities for intrigue. In the greatest 
pouss? she is allowed two, and sometimes 
t , nursery 1Naids at from ten pounds to 
sixteen pounds each. There is an upper 
housemaid at sixteen pounds; an under 
housemaid at twelve pounds; and from two 
to four assistant housemaids at ten pounds 
—all really under control of the house- 
keeper. 

But the ladies’ maids, who are nsi- 
ble only to their mistresses, hold what are 
regarded'as the most desirable positions; 
insomuch as, while the most exacting du- 
ties are required, they receive from thirty 
pounds to fifty pounds per year, while their 
opportunities for travel and sightseeing are 
unlimited, The lady’s maid is usually a 
young woman of excellent cducation, genu- 
ine accomplishments and of extraordinary 
patience and finesse. To follow her-in one 
day’s duties would assure any one of all 
that. Her break@ist must be taken while 
milady is still sleeping, for when she 
wakens, her cup of cocoa must be ready, 
after which the bath is given and milady’s 
hair and toilet “done.” While the latter 
is at breakfast her chamber must be 
righted and aired and the morning dresses 
arranged. If her ladyship goes for a drive 
or ride she must be again dressed for the 
same; and while she is absent the maid, 
who in most cases is a thorough modiste, 
must busy her fingers at sewing. It is not 
customary to give her new clothes to cut, 
but she must be competent in all repairing, 
and even in cleaning and remaking a soiled 
costume. She lunches at the same hour 
with her mistress, but hurriedly, for if in 
the city she must during this time attend 
to necessary shopping. After lunch hour 
her ladyship is dressed for going out or 
for receiving at home. Then again comes 
the round of sewing or mending, getting 
out her ladyship’s dinner gown, etc., and 
assorting and polishing her jewels for pos 
sible evening wear. 

Then her mistress must be dressed for 
dinner; and after her own dinner is eaten 
the evening costume complete must be laid 
out, some finery removed and bits of fresh 
lace added here and there, when she is pre: 
pared to fold, seal and post such letters a» 
her ladyship may have written just after 
dinner, by which hour the ordeal) of placing 
her titled ward in full evening costume is 
at hand. This passed, the maid may busy 
herself getting costumes for the morrow 
in order; perhaps steal oyt for half an 
hour with the ladies’ maids’ coterie; but woe 
be to her if she is not smilingly in waiting 
on her ladyship’s return, with the latter’s 
chamber in perfect order for retiring, at 
which she assists, and then lies down like 
the faithful animal she is in a room 
next her mistress, within call of bell, 
which is liable to summon her at any hour 
of the night, or rather the morning. All 

lower female servants hold the lady’s maid 
In deadly hatred, the while longing for her 
place as one almost possessing the honors 
of royalty itself. The female servants also 
comprise a head laundress at thirty pounds 
and two or three assistants at twelve 
pounds each per year; an assistant cook, 
who must be qqualin ability to the chef, 
and who receives twenty pounds; two ad- 
ditional assistant cooks, or kitchen maids, 
at fourteen pounds, and twoscullery maids 
at twelve pounds. 

The head butler is a sort of generalissimo 
of the male servants of the housebold. A 


majestic bearing is a fortune to this fellow. 
He is the general-stand-around-and-look- 
awful of the house, but must haveaneye to 
the welfare of guests and the character and 
behaviorof hisinferiors. Heis also the head 
waiter. He attends to the table and its 
proper setting and service at all times, pre- 
siding at the carving and other mysteries 
of the sideboard, for all of which he re- 
ceives seventy-five pounds per year. The 
under butler, at thirty-five pounds, has en- 
tire charge of the silver. It practically 
never leaves his hands or sight, as he not 
only delivers to and receives from the 


the upper servants assembling in the house- 
keeper’s room, from which they solemnly 
march to the, servants’ dining hall, the 
lower servants remaining standing until 
their betters are seated, the butler at the 
head of the table. No conversation what- 
ever is permitted while the joint is being 
partaken of. The lugubrious silence and 
austerity of this gathering are inconceiv- 
ably ludicrous. Whenthe meat course is 
finished the upper servants rise. The low- 
er servants follow with military alacrity. 
The former, in their proper order of pre- 
cedence, like automatic puppets then 
march back into the steward’s room, 
where, in the greatest punctillio, pudding 
and dessert are served. Meanwhile the 
lower servants, relieved of the presence of 
these their severest masters, fall to small 
talk, cheese and small beer to their heart’s 
content. 

Other grotesque forms among these folk 
are noticeable. Guests’ servants invari- 
ably take the rank of their visiting master 
or mistress. The valet of a lord is seated 
next the butler, and is often housed and 
“entertained” by the steward. The maid 
of a countess or duchess is “handed 
in to dinner’ below stairs with all the 
ceremony which her titled mistress may 
receive one story higher. But an ordinary 
servant or footman must accept rigorous 
“pot luck” with members of the lower 
house. Again, the upper servants must 
always be addressed by the lower as “Mr.” 
“Mrs.” or “Miss.” But among footmen 
and housemaids in general, dignity often 
gives way to alacrity, which in turn im- 
poses the highest honors. For i 
above the clamor of morning bells will 
be heard such startling exclamations as: 
“Dunraven, there’s yer man’s bell!’’ ‘“‘Marl- 
borough, be lively now!’ ““Manchester, yer 
ol’ boy’s moving!” or “‘Tweedmouth, yer 
vally wants ter grdom ye!”’ 

Besides the thirty to forty servants em- 
ployed about the household and stables, 
the larger establishments require an equal 
number out of doors in various capacities 
about the demesnes. First there is the 
“agent,’”? who has general charge of the es- 
tate, indeed often the entire control of the 
property. Frequently with him are a half 
dozen accountants and clerks. The next 
man below him is the bailiff. His province 
is to look after the home farm and cattle. 
A host of hangers-on find lazy employment 
here. Then upon a demesne of several 
thousand acres there will be a head game- 
keeper, who will be allowed a dozen men 
to assist him i breeding and caring for 
the game and in protecting it from the in- 
roads of poachers. Some of ‘the finest for- 
ests in the world are upon these estates. 

Each requires a head forester with a half 
dozen men uader him. New trees are be- 
ing constantly planted. Too heavy growths 
are thinned out. Every sound tree trunk 
is sold to be cut in deals; every unsound 
one finds ready sale for fuel. If a river 
runs through a demesne, several men are 
required for constantly beautifying its 
banks and keeping the poachers away 
from its fish. The roads and driveways of 
a fine demesne require very great atten- 
tion. Then there is a master sawyer and 
his men for cutting posts, for repairing 
gates and fences. There are painters, gla- 
ziers, carpenters, a number of whom are 
kept in service and busy the yaar round. 
The head gardener requires,severa! assist- 
ants. And, if a guest, your coachman’s 
call of “Gate! gate!’ will, in a ride 
aout an ordinary estate, bring to the lodge 
gates at different entrances fully a half 
dozen bronzed old lodgekeepers from out 
of flower imbedded, ivy covered lodgea. 
Every one of these are army “‘pensioners,”’ 
heroes bold, at their British army pension 
and ten pounds a year; whose lives fade 
out here in these shadowy nooks among 
the hares and pheasants, with perhaps one 
gate calland a pot of beer a day to keep 
their scattering usvless wits together. 

In England servants are precisely what 
ten centuries of masters have wished them 
to be. English servants in America are 
miserable beings, giving the worst of serv- 
ico. They are outside of England; they 
have lost the pose and poise of their rock- 
rooted home regime, while they are be- 
wildered by the eccentricities of many of 
our amateur nobility who import them, 
who will require some little time to accus- 
tom themselves tothe attentions of any 
manner of servants.

THE PATHOS OF UGLINESS. 


Unappreciated Tears Shed Over the 
Plain Woman.

There is a small doubt as to how a 
majority of women of average good 
looks would auswer the following 
question: Which would you rather 
be, regnant in the world of letters or 
art, or gifted regaily with a faultless 
beauty before which all men must 
thrill? It is more than likely tbat 
ninety homely women out of any hun- 
dred would in honesty prefer the 
power that goes with personal love- 
liness to that which goes with wealth 
with the accident of lofty birth, or 
with the rarest intellectual distinction. 
It was a shrewd obseryation of the 
late Dr. Holland, that when we find a 
man or a woman who is absolutely 
flawless in form and features we 
usuaily finda fool. “For a homely— 
even an ugly—man,’’ he said, “1 have 
no pity tospare. I never saw one 60 
ugly yet that if he had brains and 
heart he could not find a beautiful 
woman sensible enough to marry him.

There 
is a reserve price on every article, and 
if a genuine bid cannot be secured at 
the reserve price, or even a higher fig- 
ure, the goods are knocked down toa 
dummy to be put up again some other 
day. Of course women are the fish 
for whom ;the hook is baited. A wo- 
man’s fondness for auctions and her 
proneness to bid “high when another 
“mean old thing’’ competes are pro- 
verbial. 

Art auctions are sometimes just as 
deceptive. There are action houses 
whose word is reliable, and there are 
others which sell cords of Corots and 
Troyons by the dozen, without too cu- 
rious scrutiny of their authentieity. . It 
is common enough in one of those auc- 
tion rooms to see a genuine work by an 
unknown American painter sold for a 
higher figure than the imputed master- 
piece of a foreigner of high repute. 
Art amateurs huat the shady auction 
rooms to pick kernels out of the husks, 
and artists of merit, when they got 
hard up, send their unsold pictures 
there to try their fortunes on the 
block. If a man doesn’t know a good 

icture froma bad one and can’t stop 
bidding when he has gone high enough, 
n° matter what the dummy says, he 
‘might as well stay away. 

Sometimes a man is quite willing to 

be deceived. [Lknowone who has a

Daubignys—everything but Mil- 
lets, which can’t be counterfeited, be- 
cause all the known examples have 
pedigrees, He paid $100 to $200 for 
the Jot.

They 
mould and shape its changes and direct 
its advancement. Thus the life of Sir 
Robert Peel is the history of the time 
in which he lived—a stirring time in 
history, coming into the world as he 
did on February 5, 1788, just after the 
triumphant American colonists had 
finally adopted the Constitution of the 
United States, and just before the out- 
break of the French Revolution. It 
was a time when the statesmen of the

THE BEAUTIFUL TREES, 


Boonville, New York, has sent Tue 
Ties an article which I think my 
boys and girls will take pleasure in 
reading, for it will tell them something 
about the manner in which trees grow 
-—those beautiful creations which lend 
such acharm to the landscape, and 
which are always pointing upward to 


the cheerful sunlight. 


I lived about ayear, once, in a lonely, 
northern island where there are no 
trees, and I cannot tell you bow I 
missed them, nor how grandly beauti- 
ful they looked to me when I returned 
to California and could sit once more 
under their green boughs, or look up- 
ward through thin leafy branches and 
see the shinning blue sky; and hear 
once more the happy birds singing in 
vheir branches, 

I felt then as if I would like to study 
the trees and learn all about their 
vabits and ways, for they seemed like 
dear friends to me, always making 
beauty for me to enjoy; always bright- 
ening the earth, Now with the help 
of this kind friend we will study them. 
She says: 

**From the little seedling, of ‘a pair 
of narrow green leaves, raised ona 
slendvr stem, with its root reaching 
down into the earth—still increasing, 
eDiarging and strengthening—whence 
1. extracts moisture, thus gaining for 
the tree’s support nourisbmeni, which 
it sends upward through its veins, to 
be elaborated, by the sun’s influence, 
into continued life and growth, the 
spreading maple, the strong oak, the 
aspiring fir, andthe abiding elm, and 
our appie and cherry, and each, and 
every tree, takes its early start. 

And ever extending, slowly, adding 
littie by little, stem atterstem, another 
leaf, and another root and rootiet, stem 
aud leat and bud, it grows, until it 
has become established and branched 
out, and developed into maturity. Ob- 
serve how each tree is fitted to its sur- 
roundings! Those, in dry regions, 
with compact, globular trunks, but lit- 
tle exposed to sun and air, and further 
protected by thick scales, s0 thatin 
unusual drouth, when their leaves fall 
off, they can yet preserve vitality that 
will, with the first season of refreshing, 
start into renewed life. And the ever- 
greens, the spruce and balsam, and un- 
changing pine, how impervious they 
are to the direst inclemencies of our‘ 
severest winters! Louk at the beauti- 
ful arrangement of our multitudes of 
different trees that annually renew 
their leaves, of as great a variety in 
shape, coloring and texture! Their 
buds are all packed away, plump and 
in condition to start up brisk and 
bright as soon as the warm sunshine 
calls them! Then see in what fine 
order they are set! Always with regu- 
larity, either alternate or opposite; the 
last when two are on the same stem, 
as the maple and lilac, and alternat- 
ing when only one on a stem, or joint, 
like the oak aud poplar. And the 
symmetrical branches have the same 
shaping, or order, as the buds of a 
tree; and it is no less true than ‘‘as 
the twig is bent, so is the 
tree inclined,’ that as the seed- 
ling is formed, so will the tree 
be shaped. Some branch out in- 
to round tops, like the elm; some shoot 
up into spire shapes, as firs; while 
others assume more moderate propor- 
tions, like the maple. ‘There are trees 
that support not only themselves, but 
parasites, or hangers-on, as lichens and 
mosses, although these do not feed on 
the trees, as has been supposed, but 
obtain their nourishment from the air. 

The leaf of a tree serves as a deposit- 
ory for its food, as well as for foliage. 
Each leaf has a framework of ribs, or 
veins, into which the “e ascends, and 
feeds it,and the tree. The green col- 
oring is in the little grains ip the cell- 
ular tissue, or green pulpof the leaf, 
and isin two layers, the cells being 
closer and having more coloring, in the 
upper than in the under layer, which 
explains the paler coloring of the under 
side of the leaf of all plants. So the 
upper partofaleaf is stronger—and 
aiways faces the light—than the under, 
which withers when exposed to the 
sun. In some leaves, in dry climates, 
the celis are oblong, and stand on end, 
very compact, and thus resist the sun’s 
heat in times of drougbt. 

Leaves have air-chambers, or breath- 
ing places, more under than above, 
that open and breathe in the air and 
imbibe moisture, and then close and 
retain them, for the trees and theirown 
sustenance, or help toward it. The 
leaf of an apple tree bas 100,000 of these 
air-chambers. llow by must there 
have been in that tree, not large, that 
measured seven millions of leaves, 
that made a surface of two hundred 
square feet, exposed to the light and 
air? Or, how.many were there, and of 
what size weré they, if in proportion, 
in that palm leaf, tifty feet long and 
twelve wide, that would bear the 
weight of a man where its stem joined 
the tree? 

The growth of trees consists in the 
expansion and increasing of the cells 
of the seedilets, as they, being united 
like honeycomb, multiply and build up 
the trees; and it is through these celis 
that the sap of trees is conveyed. 

The tibres of the wood are different 
forms of cells, that, at first, are soft; 
but» afterwards thicken, and harden 
into fibre, taking. the form of tubes, 
that overlap and give toughness to the 
wood, in such as hickory and oak; 
while, though the cells are tube- 
shaped, they remain thin and soft in 
white pine, basswood and the like. 
In pine the thin spots in the cells have 


wood, 

The red cedars, black walnuts and 
ebony receive their coloring trom a 
vegetable matter in the walls of the 
celis; and heartwood, which is drier 
and more solid than other kinds, is 
made from a hard matter thickening 
ip its cells. 

The absorbing tips.of the roots a.J 
stems, which are cellular tissue, as 
they grow, harden, and wood is formed 
in two ways. One is when the wood 
is scattered through the stem. In 
others, like our northern trees, it is 
gathered intoa layer, forming a ring 
with a pith—the cellular tissue—in the 
center, with its outer coter of bark. 
From center to bark . run narrw plates 
of cellular tissue—the silver grain of 
wood. Every year there is a new layer 


of wood, or ring fermed, as long as the 


marks that stamp the least bit py 


tree lives; so that the age of a tree may 
be told by the number of rings found 
on ites trunk. One giant redwood of 
California bad 1200 rings, and it is sup- 
posed there are trees now existing that 
were standing before the dawn of 
Christianity. 

Trees are not only of dervice as shel- 
ter, and their fruit as food, and their 
wood for fire and structure, but with 
all other piants, they serve to change 
inorganic matter of earth and air into 
organic substance, or food, for the use 
of animal life. 

The tood of trees, and all plants, 
must be composed of three elements— 
hydrogen, oxygen and carbon—which 
they absorb by their roots and leaves. 
The first two are found in the moist at- 
mosphere, and rain. The last, in the 
form of carbonic acid, a combination 
of carbon with oxygen, is produced by 
animals breathingin the air with the 
carbon of their bodies, and exhaling it 
: 6s @ deadly poison to themselves. but a

current of air that stirs ite foliage, aud 
by every raindrop that, falling from 
the clouds, washes a portion from the 
air aud takes it into the ground to 
feed the roots, whence it circulates to 
the topmost branches of the tallest 
trees. 

And, then, the tree has its growth 
only when the sun sheds its ligut and 
warmth upon it, and these eleinents 
awaken it to life. 

So the trees, with all vegetable life, 
stand on the surface of the earth, mid- 
wuy between the mineral era below 
them and the animal kingdom above 
them.”’ 

My dear children there is no book in 
the wide world that is so full of inter- 
est as the Wonderful volume of nature. 
If you study it you will find that it is 
fuller of wonders than all the fairy 
tales that you have ever read. There 
is something wonderful about every 
blade of grass, and every tiny 
flower. Try tolearn how they grow, 
and study all their parts, and learn 
their uses. They are all put together 
| so carefully; every part is so nicely ad- 
justed to every other part, it will as- 
tonish you to see what skill and care is 
manifested in them. There is nothing 
growing by chance. Law governs the 
growth of the smallest flower, as well 
as the tallest tree.

When workmen were engaged in the 
tunnel of the Daniel Webster mine in 
Virginia City, Nev., at a depth of 300 
feet beneath the surface they stru:ka 
‘*flow’’ of water of a very strange char- 
acter. It boiled up tbrough the floor 
of the mine, and in the flickering light 
made by the miners’ lamps presented 
an almost bloodred appearance. After 
flowing for a few yards down the floor 
of the tunnel it was again swallowed 
up by a crack or seam, not, however, 
until it had turned to a dark blue color, 
und began to smell like creosote. Min- 
ers who tasted it said it was the most 
disagreeable dose they bad ever taken 
in their lives. On the skin it left dark 
brown stains. Samples of it taken 
from the first opening, bottled and 
sent to the surface, had a rich burnt 
sienna color. Exposure to light bad 
the same effect upon it that air had— 
turned it to a dark blue color. 


Gold That Goes Into Molars. 
jInterview with a Boston Dentist.] 

A dentist in good practice uses over 
$1000 worth of gold ina year in filling 
teeth. .Some prepare their own gold, 
getting it trom a United States mint, 
and then making it chemically pure. 
Others get it from the gold-beaters, 
but the greater part obtain it from 
dental-supply firms. This gold is put 
up in eight-ounce packages, packed in 
small glass vials. each containing a 
fraction of an ounce. The cylindrical 
pieces of gold in it are gold foil of a 
very soft and spongy kind. When 
hammered into a hollow tooth one of 
these cylinders wiil not take up one- 
twentieth of the space it occupied in 
the vial. ‘here are several dental- 
supply factories in. the country. The 
largest is on Staten Island, and turns 
out $500,000 in gold for dental purposes 
every year. 


Guinea Fowils. 

Itisa pity that more guinea fowls 
are not kept by farmers. Their quaint 
call and shy habit show that they are 
not far removed from game birds, 
which almost everywhere are disap- 
pearing. No kind of fowl lays so many 
eggs. heir meat is dark colored, and 
to those unaccustomed to game it is 
sometimes thought not good: but this 
wild flavor is just what very many like, 
and more would if they tried to over- 
come prejudice. The guinea towl in 
any yard is one of the best defences of 
domestic fowls from hawks or other 
feathered enemies. They see such 
marauders very quickly, and instantly 
give the warning which the instinct of 
every bird in the yard’has taught it to 
recognize and heed.
